“The Lord is my rock, and my 
fortress, and my deliverer.” 

The above is a statement made by 
David while he was in hiding from 
Saul. Doubtless David suffered great- 
ly during his scouting a@ays. He was 
not seeking revenge against Saul, but 
only kept a watch on his maneuvers. 
Saul would have destroyed him im- 
mediately at first sight, but God 
shielded David from his enemy. 

David had hidden in caves and shel- 
tered beneath rocks in time of storm 
and heat so often that he had come 
to look upon these rocks and caves 
as special defence stations and 
places of deliverance for him. 

In David’s meditation of these 
places of defence, he seems to have 
looked away to a:greater defence and 


fortress, and my deliverer.” Doubtless 
everyone knows the old song, “Jesus 
ig.?Rock in a Weary Land, a Shelter 
in the Time of a Storm.” 

You have read how the Lord spoke 
to Moses and told him to go up on 
the mountain: and speak to the rock, 
that water might come forth to save 
the perishing multitude in the valley. 
Moses smote the rock and waters 
gushed forth and the multitude _re- 
joiced and was refreshed even unto 
life. This no doubt was a type of how 
Jesus, the rock of ages was smitten 
that the teeming millions of inhabit-

The seven seas: cover more 


two thirds as much area as _ that 
of the- planets. The ocean if 
not impressive is nothing, whether we 
consider the beauty or mystery of it. 
We who dwell in the mountains that 
kiss the skies are strangers to the 
ocean where the billows sing their re- 
quiem to the listening stars. The Port: 
—the first order for the life voyage 
is the port. No vessel sails without a 
destination. The warships anchor 
with sealed orders, but these always 
reveal the destination. The port for 
your bark is the aim you have. What 
is your aim? It is the work of _par- 
ents and teachers to aid you to dis- 
cover your port in life. The clue to 
the port is some aptitude or fondness 
for something. We call it a “turn.” It 
is God’s finger in the soul pointing 
us to the life-port. Every life is. a 
plan of God. If you sail under God’s 
orders and do what God wishes you 
to do, you will find your haven. That 
is why so many grown people are 
found in confusion. They do not fol- 
low the star that guides all wise men 
to the cradle of Him who is the Light 
of the world. The noblest aim is ser- 
vice. There is always room for those 
who will serve their fellows. Do not 
be a parasite; help instead of hinder- 
ing the world. Whosoever will be 
great among you let him be your ser- 
vant. And whosoever will be chief 
among you let him be your servant. 
Even as the Son of man came not to 
be ministered unto but to minister 
and to give his life a ransom for many. 

2. The chart:—the chart for the 
life voyage is God’s Book. There are 
many dangers, but by turning our 
feet unto these testimonies we avoid 
them all. “Wherewithal shall a young 
man cleanse his ways? By taking heed 
thereunto according to thy Word.” It 
is not necessary to know all the evil 
but we should know the good. “This 
is the way, walk ye in it.” A pilot 
was asked if he knew where _ the 
rocks were on the chart. “I know 
where they are not,” he_ replied. 
Avoid the snags. Do not wait until

you strike them. An Irish pilot was 
asked if he knew where the snags 
were. “Yes,” he said, “every one of 
them.” Just then the boat struck one. 
He cried out, “there’s one of them 
now.” The fog bells are danger signa’s 
a® they ring out on the rocks. They 
are echoes of the lives or Cain, Absa- 
lom, Jezebel and Judas. They forsook 
the chart. They would not look at it. 
Ulysses avoided the rocks where the 
sailors heard the song of the sirens: 
by stopping their ears with wax. But 
later he played on his harp the most 
entrancing melodies and men passed 
on in defiance. But we are only safe 
when we are garrisoned with the 
Word of God. Thy word have I hid 
in my heart, that I might not. sin 
against thee. A ship sank. The acci- 
dent was unaccountable. When the 
vessel was raised, the compass was 
examined and a particle of steel was 
found in the compass, broken from 
the knife blade of the sailor who had 
cleaned it. This bit of steel had de- 
flected the needle and wrecked the 
vessel. Cling to your mother’s Bible. 
No man was ever lost on the sea of 
life who followed that. 

When General Lee lay dying in 
Lexington, the well worn Bible that 
had been his pride an@ comfort. in 
his defeats as well as victories, lay 
near him. Forsake not the guide of 
thy youth. 

3. The pilot:—no vessel is allowed 
to enter or leave the harbor at New 
York without a licensed pilot. Outward 
bound.

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WHOLE-HEARTED OR 
HALF-HEARTED-WHICH? 





God made the statement to Adam: 
“In the sweat of thy face shalt thou 
eat bread, till thou return unto the 
ground.” This was God’s thought, not 


only for Adam, but for his posterity; 
He made no exceptions so far as we 
know. Centuries later the apostle de- 
clared that “if any would not work, 
neither should he eat.” 

Work suggests effort. There are de- 
grees in, or grades of effort. In feeble, 
half-hearted effort there is more or 
less action; and since it is not alto- 
gether passive, it indicates a desire to 
accomplish something, but it . never 
gets very far. There is another de- 
gree, or grade, which wades through 
quagmires of discouragement and 
scales mountain peaks of obstacles, 
counts no sacrifice too great which 
will bring within reach the qesired 
goal. This is supreme effort. 

Behind all effort there is a will; 
either one’s own or that of another. 
We who work, work willingly or un- 
der compulsion. The willing workers, 
of course. are the more _ respected. 
Nobody has much regard for the 
man or woman who works under 
guard. 

In the kingdom of God there is no 
place for a person who hasn’t a de- 
sire to work—a lazy somebody. God 
never conscripts men or women into 
His army of laborers. He simply dis- 
plays before our vision the great 
need. There ’tis; the fields are white; 
the laborers are few; it will mean 
arduous work for those who enlist; it 
will mean a wholesale stripping of 
all hindrances to quick and determin- 
ed action; it will be a fight to the 
finish. Who will volunteer? “Who 
will go for us?” saith the Lord. God 
will not interfere with your will or 
mine. He will have no slave in His 
service—except “love slaves,” who 
prompted by the holy passion, vow 
eternal allegiance. 

The half-hearted worker tires quick- 
ly. He does not give the task befoie 
him all of his attention because his 
interests are divided; something else 
holds a possession in his heart, and 
while his ming wanders to that heart- 
claim, the Master’s work is neglected. 
He cannot concentrate on one for 
thinking of the other, hence he makes 
little headway, and he finds little 
pleasure in his work. 

The whole-souled laborer has one 
aim—to serve faithfully and well, in 
the corner assigned him, the Master 
he loves. He has divested himself of 
every claim to his life opposed to 
God’s will concerning him. There are 
no “outside interests.” All legitimate 
desires and ambitions take their 
rightful place in his heart, bowing in 
acknowledgment that loyalty to God 
—with all that this may mean in his 
life—occupies the honor seat. 

A story is told of Napoleon Bona- 
parte and a drummer boy. The great 
general was facing defeat. He ordered 
the drummer boy to beat a retreat. 
“Monsieur,” came the reply, “I know 
no retreat; I know only a_ charge.” 
“Then, beat a charge!” A charge it 
was; the men caught the spirit, and 
the drummer boy sent the French 
army to victory, because he “knew no 
retreat.” When the will of the whole- 
souled worker is linked with God’s 
omnipotence, he knows no _ retreat, 
nor defeat; he knows the charge and 
certain victory. 

When I was a child living in the 
country, there would sometimes 
sound an alarm, “Fire in the timber!” 
My. but there was quick action 
among the neighbors. Whatever task 
they were engaged in was promptly 
put aside. For the time being they 
forgot everything to answer the call 
of the woodland; they were whole- 
souled in their efforts to save the 
lives of ir friends—Old Hickory, 
Poplar, Ceaar, Oak, Chestnut, and the 
rest of them. Did they sit down and 
spend a day or so debating the de- 
structive tendency of fire? Or pass 
resolutions setting forth their  atti- 
tude toward this invasion? Indeed, 
No! every minute counted; not one 
was wasted. Every man went to 
work—half-heartedly? Stopping at in-
